A SUCCESSFUL business¬ 
woman attracted into poli¬ 
tics by Conservative leader 
David Cameron will bid to 
replace Ann Widdecombe as 
the county town’s MP. 

Helen Grant, 43, has been projected 
as the new face of the Tory party since 
being added to Cameron’s ‘A’ list of 
preferred candidates in 2006. 

The opposition leader vowed to 
make his party more socially inclusive 
when he took the top job, which

inspired Mrs Grant to join the Tories. 

She is a solicitor with a strong 
record on championing social equality 
and diversity, and combating domestic 
violence, and was quickly elevated 
into the A list after joining the party. 

Mrs Grant was elected as the 
prospective parliamentary candidate 
for Maidstone and Weald at the next 
General Election after a selection day 
on Sunday. 

She gave an impressive perform¬ 


ance when grilled by Have I Got 
News For You star Ian Hislop in front 
of about 500 local party members at 
Oakwood House. 

The married mother of two was 
unveiled as the winner of the selection 
race by Miss Widdecombe, who 
announced her retirement in October. 

In doing so she beat current 
Hornchurch and Rainham MP James 
Brokenshire, the Shadow Rural 
Affairs Minister, who will be losing his 
seat at the next election due to a 
boundary change.

Scheme to drive 
out con artists 
and cold callers

A NEW scheme has been 
launched to stop rogue 
traders and doorstep con- 
men cold-calling at homes. 

A Cold-Calling Control Zone was 
launched in Shepway and Senacre on 
Monday to protect families from 
unscrupulous builders, roofers and 
salesmen, as well as thieves. 

Leaflets giving advice were put 
through letterboxes of more than 500 
homes in the areas of the county 
town. 

A Trading Standards spokesman 
said: ‘We support the introduction of 
Cold-Calling Controlled Zones in 
areas such as those selected in 
Maidstone, where information sug¬ 
gests there may be an increased risk 
of unwanted practices taking place.” 

A presentation will be given at 
Greenborough Close, in Shepway, on 
Monday at 3pm, as well as the follow¬ 
ing day at Shepway Court, in 
Shepway, and again on Wednesday at 
Bethersden Court, in Senacre, to 
spread the message. 

Signs will also go up in the allocat¬ 
ed roads, highlighting that it is a Cold 
Calling Control Zone. Cold callers 
prey on the elderly or vulnerable. 

The three venues holding the public 
presentations will have afternoon tea 


and will be attended by a number of 
agencies/utility companies with their 
stalls. 

They will bring along their identifica¬ 
tion badges to show to the public so they 
are able to identify a genuine caller. 

The scheme is headed by Maidstone 
& District Neighbourhood Watch 
Association and the police, and is sup¬ 
ported by Kent Trading Standards, 
Maidstone council and Maidstone 
Housing Trust. 

Lorraine Hemphrey, Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch liaison officer, said: 
“Residents in Maidstone face prob¬ 
lems with bogus workmen and dis¬ 
traction burglary. 

“It is now well established that this 
type of crime and rogue traders are 
often linked. 

“These control zones are part of the 
council and police’s joint partnership 
to make Maidstone a safer place and 
stamp out this type of crime in the 
county town.” 

Cold callers can often be intimidat¬ 
ing and veiy persistent. They often tell 
the resident urgent repairs need to be 
done to their home, panicking them 
into agreeing to unnecessary work. 

Sometimes they will increase the 
price as the job progresses, often not 
finishing the work, which is of a very 
poor standard the majority of the time.

Woman dies after 
head on car smash 

A YOUNG woman has died in hospi¬ 
tal after her car was involved in a 
head-on collision in the early hours 
of Sunday morning. 

The 25-year-old woman was fatally 
injured when her Peugeot 206 collid¬ 
ed with a Vauxhall Astra on Boxley 
Road in Maidstone at 2.15am. 

Police said the Peugeot driver was 
taken to Maidstone Hospital, where 
she died from her injuries. 

The driver of the other car escaped 
with minor injuries. 

Firms warned over 
fake charity boxes 

BUSINESSES have been targeted by 
heartless criminals who conned them 
into displaying fake charity boxes. 

Firms in the county town have been 
asked to display boxes asking staff 
and visitors to donate £1 in exchange 
for a bag of sweets to raise funds for 
the Dogs for the Disabled charity 

Police launched an investigation 
when it emerged the charity did not 
use this method to raise money 

Three people have been questioned 
and released on bail. 

Pedigree pooch stolen 
from back garden 

POLICE have appealed for informa¬ 
tion after a pedigree dog worth 
£1,000 was taken from the back 
garden of a home. 

Mush, a black Spaniel with a small 
white mark on his chest, was stolen 
when thieves forced open his locked 
kennels in Maidstone Road, Lenham, 
on January 12. 

The dog is 12 and may have been 
stolen for breeding purposes, but as it 
is deaf and walks with a limp, police 
fear it may have been abandoned.

Private Eye editor helped- 
choose new Tory candidate

A FAMILY lawyer has been 
chosen as the Tory candi¬ 
date to succeed Ann 
Widdecombe at the next 
General Election. 

Helen Grant, a former judo champi¬ 
on, beat off the competition of eight 
high-profile candidates at a final 
selection meeting - dubbed the Big 
Event - on Sunday. 

The nine candidates were grilled by 
Private Eye editor Ian Hislop in front 
of local party association members at 
Oakwood House in Maidstone. 

The association’s executive council, 
made up of councillors from 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
wards, then made the final decision. 

Former Shadow Home Secretary 
Miss Widdecombe, who is standing 
down after 20 years in office, 
announced her successor at 7.30pm 
after a long day of interviews. 

First 

Mrs Grant, a married mother-of- 
two from Croydon, will now stand as 
Conservative candidate for the 
Maidstone and Weald seat at the 
next election. If elected she will be the 
county’s first black MP. 

Maidstone and Weald is the second 
safest Tory seat in Kent, with a 
majority of more than 11,000. 

Her selection is a major boost for 
Tory leader David Cameron’s bid to 
make his party more inclusive for 
women and ethnic minorities. 

Mrs Grant said she was “delighted” 
with her victory as she thanked asso¬ 


ciation members: “Ann has been a 
high profile and eminent MP, and 
she’s also a very good person. 

“All I can say is I will strive to main¬ 
tain the integrity that she has given. 

“I feel thoroughly overwhelmed. It 
feels very much like the first day of 
the rest of my life and I promise I will 
not let you down. Thank you so much 
for believing and voting for me.” 

Spoilt 

She added: “I will be going to an 
estate agent’s this week with the aim 
of buying a home in the most beauti¬ 
ful part of the country -1 will be spoilt 
for choice.” 

Mrs Grant ended her acceptance 
speech with a quote from Indian inde¬ 
pendence leader Mahatma Gandhi: 
“It’s first they ignore you, then they 
laugh at you and then they fight you, 
and then you win.” 

Miss Widdecombe, who is planning 
to retire to Dartmoor in Devon to walk 
her dogs and write books, said: “It is a 
great relief that someone has now 
been selected, the process has been 
going on for a long time now and we 
have chosen an obviously very good 
candidate. 

“All I wanted was for the candidate 
to win on merit. I am pleased to say 
that was the case - the right person 
won, she will create her own legacy” 

Mrs Grant, who is in her early 40s, 
was born in London and brought up 
by her single mother on a council 
estate in Carlisle. 

She is the owner of Grants 
Solicitors, a firm which deals with the 
problems of family breakdowns in 
London, Surrey and Kent.

Poor sales force 
shop closure 

A WELL-known chain of shoe stores has 
gone into administration after poor sales 
at the end of last year - putting hundreds 
of jobs at risk. 

Staff of long-running high street retail¬ 
er Dolcis, which has a store at The Mall 
shopping centre, are facing redundancy 
after sales plummeted for the third con¬ 
secutive month in December. 

Even huge savings in the winter sale 
couldn’t tempt enough customers 
through its doors. 

Advisory firm KPMG have been 
brought in for talks with bosses at the 
troubled company and are curr¬ 
ently reviewing the business, aiming to 
continue trading with as many of the 185 
branches as possible while looking for 
a buyer.

Small council tax 
increase promised

RESIDENTS in the county town 
will benefit from one of the lowest 
predicted council tax rises in Kent. 

Maidstone council has announced its share 
of council tax is expected to increase by 
around three per cent from April, which 
means a £6 a year increase for the average 
band D property. 

Kent County Council announced its rise for 
next year will be 3.9 per cent, which works out 
as £37.62 for the same band. 

This means the total council tax bill for the 
average home in the county town will increase 
by around £44 from April. 

A council spokesman said: ‘We have not yet 
set our council budget for 2008/09. 

“The final decision will be made at a full 
council meeting on February 27, but our coun¬ 
cil tax increase is expected to be around three 
per cent, which is about £6 a year more for a 
Band D taxpayer.” 

People living in Swale and Dover have been 
warned to expect an increase of around 4.95 
per cent next year. 

Before budget talks Maidstone council invit¬ 
ed the public to take part in its online budget 
simulator in December, where residents 
helped set this year’s budget. 

At that time the council aimed to keep the 
increase to a maximum of around three per 
cent, in which it has succeeded. 

People taking part each looked at the differ¬ 
ent areas covered by the council’s budget and 
decided whether more or less money would be 
spent on each area. 


At the end of the simulator the participant 
was told how much they had either 
increased or lowered council tax and how the 
areas they lowered spending would change 
their bill. 

This bump up in tax follows an announce¬ 
ment from Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter on Monday that the county’s residents 
will see a 3.9 per cent rise in its share of their 
council tax - which also includes funding for 
police and firefighters. 

This will increase council tax for band D 


properties by £37.62 next year. 

KCC blames the increase on smaller subsi¬ 
dies from central government, saying that the 
government favours Northern and metropoli¬ 
tan areas, which makes South East taxpayers 
suffer. 

Mr Carter said: “It has appeared for some 
time that the Government looks towards help¬ 
ing other areas of the country at the expense 
of the South East.” 

Maidstone council will decide its exact coun¬ 
cil tax rise on February 27.

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Hike blamed on Government 


KENT County Council leader Paul Carter said 
he was disappointed by the lack of funding from 
central government, forcing it to increase its 
share of council tax by 3.9 per cent next year. 

Mr Carter, pictured left, said: “To provide our 
services - such as highways, social care and 
education, we are dependent upon two sources 
of funding. 

“The majority is government grant - redistri¬ 
bution from taxation and commercial rates on 
shops and offices, etc. The second and smaller 
component is council tax. 

“For the last three years we have been given less 
grant from government than the rate of inflation. 

“If we exclude schools, just to stand still and 


the current rate of inflation, we need an extra 
£33 million. The government has given us an 
additional £9m.” 

The authority is also working alongside oth¬ 
ers to attempt to get money it claims it is owed 
by the Government. 

This includes a sum which they feel should be 
reimbursed which has been spent on looking 
after asylum seeking minors without families. 

Council chiefs say the budget increase has been 
put forward in a bid to protect frontline services 
and has support among the opposition parties. 

The budget now needs to be approved by the 
council’s cabinet on February 6 and by its full 
council 13 days later.

Nerve gas 
servicemen 
win apology 


THE Ministry of Defence has 
offered £3 million compensation 
and an apology to veterans who 
acted as guinea pigs for chemical 
weapons tests at Porton Down. 

Around 360 ex-servicemen say they were 
tricked into taking part in what they thought 
were cold remedy tests at the research centre 
in Wiltshire during the 1950s and 60s. 

However, many were given forms of the 
deadly sarin nerve agent and say they have 
suffered lasting health damage. 

One of the main voices leading the campaign 
has been Maidstone ex-serviceman Ken Earle, 
who runs the support group for victims. 

He said: “The most important thing is that 
we are going to get an apology. 

“That’s what we want - an apology for what 
they did to us.” 

Approximately 90 per cent of the soldiers 
have agreed to accept £8,300 each and an 
apology. 

But others say the MoD is bullying them by 
insisting everyone accepts the offer before it 
releases the funds. 

The compensation follows years of cam¬ 
paigning by the men, many of whom say

exposure to the gas left them with skin dis¬ 
eases and psychological problems. 

Mr Earle explained that he had been told 
the research was looking into ways to combat 
the common cold. 

The experiments took place in 1953 - and 
he remembered the exact date as it was the 
day of the FA Cup Final. 

The MoD commissioned a review of the 
experiments after a 2004 inquest ruled Royal 
Air Force mechanic Ronald Maddison, who 
died in that year, had been unlawfully killed. 

He was tested at the same time as Mr Earle 
and both men received doses of sarin, devel¬ 
oped by the Nazis and used by terrorists in 
an attack on the underground system in 
Tokyo in 1995 which killed 12 people, injured 
50 and caused temporary sight problems for 
more than 1,000. 

Mr Earle said: “I didn’t find out the signifi¬ 
cance of it until 1999 when I read in the 
newspapers that Wiltshire police had begun 
an investigation. 

“I volunteered for 10 shillings extra for five 
days work and a weekend pass meant I could 
get home to see my girlfriend without hitch¬ 
hiking.” 


Landlord laments view is cup on 
the smoking ban 

PUB owners fear they will have to close due to 
the increasing number of smokers choosing to 
drink at home. 

Six months after the introduction of the 
smoking ban they say their businesses are suf¬ 
fering, with former regulars not enjoying a cig¬ 
arette with a pint after a hard day’s work the 
biggest setback. 

Colin Beck, landlord of The Dragoon in 
Sandling Road, said his pub no longer puts on 
entertainment due to the impact of the contro¬ 
versial ban.

Twelve drivers fined as 
cops target phones 

A CRACKDOWN on motorists using mobile 
phones while driving was launched in the 
county town this week. 

Marked and unmarked police cars 
stopped drivers in James Whatman Way, 
near the White Rabbit pub, during 
Monday’s rush hour to educate them about 
the dangers of not concentrating. 

Twelve drivers were given £60 fines and 
three points on their licence after they were 
caught ignoring the law. There will be an 
increased police presence during the clamp- 
down to act as a deterrent to talkative drivers. 

Research carried out by the Transport 
Research Laboratory has shown someone 
using a mobile while driving has reaction 
times 30 per cent slower than if they were 
driving at the UK’s legal alcohol limit. 

Using a mobile phone when driving means 
drivers do not have both hands on the wheel 
and don’t have full control of their vehicle. 

In an incident or crash the use of any hand¬ 
held phone could lead to charges of careless 
or dangerous driving, with penalties ranging 
from heavy fines, endorsement, disqualifica¬ 
tion and, in serious cases, imprisonment, if 
convicted.

When a business is inspected, the council’s 
food and safety team will give it a score based 
on food hygiene, building structure and how 
well they abide with the law. Each business 
will then be given a rating from zero to five 
stars. Five is excellent, with no stars very poor. 

So far 220 businesses in Maidstone have 
been given a star rating and have received a 
certificate and sticker to display in their shop 
window or door.

| Give us a brief rundown of a typical day for Dominic King... 

A Is there ever such a thing as a typical day? 

But I must admit I am a creature of habit, 
so when I arrive at the BBC’s studios in 
Tunbridge Wells I go and get myself a cup of 
BBC tea (then I remember it’s awful and nip 
out to buy one with a real teabag in). 

I check my emails and then look at what’s 
happening in Kent and around the world, using 
the BBC’s news resources. I might start off 
interviewing guests who will feature in the pro¬ 
gramme and clicking onto websites to see what 
people are talking about. 

The best bit is seeing what music I’m going to 
play and I start to sort through my post to see 
what new releases I’ve been sent, or ideas some¬ 
one has suggested for the programme. 

Like most jobs, I grab some lunch, usually ‘al 
desko’, curse the printer for running out of 
paper and then look forward to doing the show 
and heading home. 

| How much daily preparation goes into a radio show? 

A lt varies, but for a three-hour radio pro¬ 
gramme, you can expect to add about five 
hours of preparation, organising guests and vis¬ 
iting locations across the county recording 
interviews. And you know what Kent’s roads 
can be like, which is why my day is eight hours 
long and not three.

SHE is known to much of the 
county through her BBC radio 
programmes and as Invicta 
F]VPs inimitable eye in the sky 
- and now Julie Maddocks 
has joined KOS Media to 
continue bringing you the 
Kent stories that matter. 

As the new face of KOS Media, Julie 
will be out and about with a camera 
crew, working across our titles and 
providing content for our growing 
websites.

Yet despite being at the centre of the 
county’s media for more than a 
decade, Julie says she never intended 
to go into broadcasting. 

Having begun as a secretary in the 
sales department at the fledgling 
Invicta Radio in 1985, Julie had done 
a few voiceovers, but nothing could 
prepare her for the job she was offered 
out of the blue one day. 

She said: “Invicta had this idea for 
the ‘eye in the sky 5 , but had no one to 
present it. I didn’t want to do the role; 
I didn’t know anything about the 
county’s roads. I didn’t even know how 
to get to Headcom airfield. 

“It was an almighty fluke that I 
became a broadcaster. I was just in the 
right place at the right time.” 


But soon thousands of drivers relied 
on Invicta’s groundbreaking eye in the 
sky - a Cessna light aircraft nicknamed 
‘Jambuster Jerry - to provide the latest 
updates on their daily commute. 

But despite her popularity, Julie 
didn’t endear herself to everybody on 
the countys roads. 

Freelanced 

She said: “When they were expand¬ 
ing the A249, near Detling, into a dual 
carriageway, it seemed to be taking 
ages. It became a bit of a running joke 
- we’d fly over every morning and say 
‘the A249 looks exactly the same’. 

“Apparently some of the builders got 
so annoyed about it they spent the 
morning spelling out ‘Up yours Julie’ 
in cones. You could only read it from 
the air. Think how much they could 
have got done in that time.” 

After literally earning her wings - 


Julie qualified as a pilot during her 
five years reporting from the air - she 
freelanced in front of the TV camera 
and guest-presented dozens of BBC 
shows until, in 2001, she was offered a 
staff contract and her own slot. 

She said: “It was a magazine 
programme that reflected the people 
in Kent. If it was happening in Kent 
we would hopefully feature it on the 
radio. We covered all sorts of subjects 
during the years. 

“I’ll be continuing this sort of thing at 
KOS Media, across all the Yourkenttv 
channels. There is nothing like it at a 
regional level and it is definitely a fore¬ 
runner of things to come. I’m sure oth¬ 
ers will follow what we’re doing here. 

“The people of Kent are passionate 
about what they do and we can provide 
a platform. I think Yourkenttv.co.uk 
can plug into that spirit in the county. 
There are so many stories to tell.”

WOMEN looking to get in shape 
for the New Year have been urged 
to try a fitness craze sweeping the 
country - pole dancing. 

The gravity-defying dancing has long been 
seen as seedy and sleazy through its connec¬ 
tions with gentlemen’s clubs and strip joints. 

But it has now moved out of the shadows, 
and is being recognised as a performance art 
and a fitness favourite for thousands of 
women nationwide. 

Pole dance fans include Kelly Brook, Teri 
Hatcher, Lindsay Lohan and Kate Hudson. 

Performers say it is a great way to lose a few 
pounds and get fit for women who are bored 
with the gym and want a fun way of develop¬ 
ing their body tone, confidence, suppleness 
and flexibility. 

Pole dancing schools are cropping up across 
the county and the art is being taught at sev¬ 
eral leisure centres. 

Emma Smith, 24, a pole dance instructor at 
Topnotch, said: “I have a fitness background so 
coming out of my comfort zone and moving 
into pole dancing three and a half years ago 
was a big step for me, at that time nowhere did 
any classes and I wanted to be challenged. 

“Maidstone took to it really well - I went 
from just two classes at the beginning to seven 
a week, teaching five different group levels. 

Challenge 

“I’ve now taken my classes to Tunbridge 
Wells. People there aren’t taking to it quite as 
well as Maidstone, they still see it as sleazy 
but I’m hoping to overcome that, they’re a 
tougher bunch to crack but I want a challenge 
and to change people’s perceptions of it.” 

This fun form of performing art is proven to 
build muscle tone and confidence, while pro¬ 
ducing bundles of giggles along the way. 

“This class is by far the most rewarding I 



teach, pole dancing is graceful and gymnastic. 

“The results I have seen are amazing, some 
people have lost a lot of weight, others self 
esteem have shot up and it’s helped people 
overcome back problems. 

“It’s really changed their lives,” Miss Smith 
added. 

Pole dancing is believed to have started in 
clubs in Canada in the late 1980s and only 
over the last two or three years has it been 
taken out of seedy strip joints and into dance 
studios. 

Jo Roper, from The Goddess School of Pole 
Dancing, said: “I have women from 16 to 60 in 
my classes. Almost one in three girls has tried 
pole dancing and many have their own poles. 

“I have girls who do business dinners, wed¬ 
ding parties and teach other women them¬ 
selves. The demand wasn’t there for pole danc¬ 
ing a few years ago, it is now.” 



Ms Roper has 16 years of dance experience 
and has performed routines on Channel 5’s 
Trisha Goddard Show, in front of celebrities 
and at the London launch of the Pole Dance 
Federation. 

Women who don’t necessarily want to be 
taught in classes can now also do it in the pri¬ 
vacy of their own home with a ‘Peek-a-boo 
pole’. 

The portable pole gives girls the opportunity 
to try new moves and keep fit on their own. 
The more pole practise a girl gets, the more 
confident, fitter and better she will feel.

Could you provide a 
family and a future 
for foster children? 


FOSTER care agency Family Matters is 
on the lookout across Kent to find people 
who want to look after and raise children. 

The Folkestone-based agency is run by 
husband and wife team Antony and Eleanor 
Meade and provides help and support to a 
network of carers. 

Both part-time and full-time, the dedicated 
workers give their time and efforts to look 
after children who have lost their natural 
parents one way or another. 

Mrs Meade explained she is looking for 
other people to take on the demanding but 
rewarding role in what is a business - but 
run like an extended family.

The business was formed several years ago 
when Mr and Mrs Meade became concerned 
at the lack of support available to them in 
their own role as carers. 

“Frankly what we were offered left a lot to 
be desired,” said Eleanor. “Then a couple of

friends approached us and asked us if they 
could become carers as well. I almost said 
don’t do it - but luckily stopped myself. 

“It was then we decided to do the job our¬ 
selves. 

“There are so many children out there who 
need this sort of help from people who will 
stick with them through thick and thin.” 

Now Family Matters is on a drive to recruit 
more carers across the county. 

‘We offer full training and generous recom¬ 
pense,” said Mrs Meade. 

‘What we need is people who are enthusi¬ 
astic, resolute and have lots of life experi¬ 
ence. They also need to be both optimistic 
and flexible with their time and arrange¬ 
ments. 

‘We also require people who are prepared 
to work as part of a team.

Wind cannot deliver 
us reliable power 


Steve Dawe of Kent Green Party 
says in last week’s paper that eight 
times more electricity could be gen¬ 
erated than what we now use from 
offshore wind alone, according to 
British Wind Energy Association. 


They also tell you, on BWEA.com, 
that wind generator output is pro¬ 
portional to the cube of the wind 
speed, (a law of physics), and peaks 
at 36 mph, described on the 
Beaufort Scale as “Force 7, Near 
Gale”. 

Thus at half speed, the output of a 
1,000 kw generator is a half of a 
half of a half of 1,000, that is 125 
kw. At one third speed, you get one 
twenty-seventh, 37 kw Below nine 
mph, zero. 

30,000 MW at full power could 
meet half the UK maximum 
demand, but it never happens with 
wind. With the winds actually blow¬ 
ing December 10-24, the total out¬ 
put of 30,000 MW wind machines 
spread across Britain would have 
seldom exceeded 2,000 MW, and on 
some days would be below 200 MW. 
In any winter, would seldom reach 
above 15,000 MW Traditional power 
kept the lights on, and printing 
presses rolling. 

Look at the hourly speeds shown 
on Ceefax 404, up them by 30 per 
cent, because wind machines are on 
tall towers, and do the sums your¬ 
self. I have. Wind cannot deliver reli¬ 
ably Ask wind farm owners for actu¬ 
al hourly outputs for December. 

When we close an elderly tradi¬ 
tional power station, with what 
shall we replace it? Wind will mean 
blackouts, fossil fuel gives C02, with 
nuclear we get neither. France, with 
85 per cent nuclear for decades, has 
no problem with waste. Why should 
we?

TOMMY LEE JONES, like the 
screen characters he usually plays, 
is a brusque man of few words with 
a Texan drawl and old-school 
politeness. Don’t expect him to 
bare his soul for publicity’s sake 
and you’ll get along just fine. 

The part-Cherokee Texan of predominantly 
Welsh-extraction has made a career out of 
depicting stoic men as weathered as the lines 
on his face. His two latest roles are a case in 
point - a grizzled sheriff pining for the old 
days in Joel and Ethan Coen’s No Country For 
Old Men and the anguished father of a casual¬ 
ty of the Iraq War in Paul Haggis’s searing In 
The Valley Of Elah. 

Both films slice into the dark underbelly of 
modern America. In No Country For Old Men, 
a psychopath (Javier Bardem) kills at random 
while drug gangs wage war as things get out 
of control in Texas. 

Meanwhile, In The Valley of Elah deals with 
a grieving former military police investigator 
seeking the truth about his son’s AWOL death. 

Best known for the Men In Black special 
effects blockbusters, Tommy Lee maintains he 
isn’t making any personal political statements 
about the state of American society with his 
two latest projects. 

“I don’t consider my private feelings to be 
relevant in any way,” he says. “I don’t have any 
political statements to make other than what 
you can see or discern from looking at my 
work.” 

Nor should you read any underlying pes¬ 
simism into the choice of films. “My world view 
is pretty bright. I enjoyed making those two 
films,” he states. 

No Country For Old Men is set in the unfor-

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giving Texas borderlands during the 80s, as 
drug money and armed gangs from Mexico 
began to tear hard-bitten communities apart 
at the seams. Tommy Lee’s sheriff longs for a 
quieter time when the bad guys didn’t have 
Uzis. 

In The Valley of Elah is a jaundiced look at 
how President Bush’s controversial invasion of 
Iraq has hurt many American families on a 
personal level. 

The film is based on a real case in 2003 when 
Iraq war veteran Richard Davis was fatally 
stabbed. It highlights the violence that can fol¬ 
low servicemen home. 

The nearest this tight-lipped star ever got to 
making a political stand was speaking up for 
his friend and former Harvard classmate A1 
Gore in 2000. 

He studied English literature there before 
moving to New York in 1969 and falling into 
acting. Through stage, television and then

films he has built up a reputation for playing 
strong characters with deep emotion. 

Married three times, and a father of two 
with second wife Kimberlea, these days he 
spends much of his time with third wife Dawn 
on his 3,000 acre ranch near San Antonio, 
Texas. 

He likes to live close to his roots but isn’t one 
of those stars who denigrates Hollywood: “I 
actually like the movie business and work at it 
all year round, as well as ranching. One is not 
an antidote to the other, more a complement to 
the other. 

‘You just look for good parts and good sto¬ 
ries. Characters with no integrity are just 
as interesting as characters with lots of 
integrity.”

WHIZZING through the treetops 
100ft above ground wasn’t quite 
how I’d expected to experience the 
lush beauty of St Lucia’s rainfor¬ 
est. 

“Come on, mum,” said 16-year-old James, as 
I stood on the first zip-line platform with my 
knees knocking. “You can do it.” 

I stood nervously while the guides clipped 
my harness on to the twin cables, took up the 
sitting position as instructed... and stepped off, 
trying not to think about the huge drop below 
me. 

There was a whoosh of air, a whizz of the zip¬ 
line, and I landed on the next platform within 
seconds, having not taken in any of my sur¬ 
roundings! 

Having got one under my belt, I started to 
get the hang of it and enjoy it a bit more, 
although I still didn’t see an awful lot of 
wildlife. I suspect most of it had been scared 
off by all the foreigners hurtling through the 
trees. 

During the 30-minute journey to the 
Rainforest Canopy Adventure, our driver 
Neville had stopped to show us breadfruit and 
starfruit trees, mahogany, nutmeg and cinna¬ 
mon trees, bamboo - which can grow 12 inch¬ 
es in a day - and of course bananas, the 
island’s second biggest industry after tourism. 

I’m relieved to say the second sightseeing 
trip we organised during our holiday, to the

island’s former French capital, Soufriere, did¬ 
n’t involve re-enacting a Bushtucker Trial 
from I’m A Celebrity. 

Our driver this time, Edmund, was happy to 
stop for us to take photos of places of interest 
en route, including two fishing villages, 
Laborie and Choiseul, and St Lucia’s famous 
twin mountains, the Pitons, which are a World 
Heritage Site. 

First we went to the Sulphur Springs - the 
world’s only drive-in volcano. Part way in we 


joined informative local expert Christina for a 
close-up look on foot and to ‘enjoy the delicate 
eggy aroma. 

Edmund then took us to the Toraille water¬ 
fall for a refreshing dip before driving to the 
nearby Botanical Gardens and the Diamond 
Falls. 

We ended our trip in Soufriere itself, whose 
impressive waterfront area was the setting for 
the film Romancing The Stone. Unfortunately 
we had to cut our visit short because of a trop¬ 
ical downpour. Well, it was still the rainy sea¬ 
son and, after all, that’s what makes this 
island - dubbed La Belle Helene - so green 
and lush. 

In between trips we were happy to relax at 
our hotel, Coconut Bay Resort & Spa. 

My teenagers spent hours in the pool, play¬ 
ing games such as volleyball with their new 
friends, or splashing about on the waterpark 
slides and in the ‘lazy river’. They also worked 
their way through the menu of non-alcoholic 
cocktails at the swim-up bar and sampled the 
different burgers available from the beachside 
grill. 

I relished the escape of the adults-only pool, 
where I could soak up the sun and read my 
book with only the sound of birds singing and 
the Atlantic waves breaking on the beach as 
background - rather than the music and 
happy holiday noises around the family pools. 

At the end of the holiday the hotel’s proxim¬ 
ity to the airport was a bonus as we were able 
to stay by the pool to grab some final rays until 
just two hours before our flight home. It was 
hard to tear ourselves away and we hope to 
return soon.

“I’M bloody freezing on a building 
site in Kent, traipsing through 
mud,” says Kevin McCloud, pre¬ 
senter of Channel 4’s Grand 
Designs, when I ask him where he 
is during our phone conversation. 

Not that he’s complaining. The 48-year-old 
says he loves his job, despite enduring the cold 
and the damp on location. 

When we speak, he is visiting a project that 
he hopes will be shown towards the end of the 
new series of Grand Designs which began its 
new run last week on Channel 4. He says 
hopes because the build is currently running 
horribly behind schedule. 

“No doubt we’ll be filming the final spools six 
days before transmission,” Kevin groans good- 
naturedly. 

“It’s a super-technology house where the 
building itself collects heat from the sun, 
stores it underground and air conditions the 
house. It’s a prototype house and it’s very 
exciting technology, plus it’s green.” 

Other treats in store this series include a 
couple who have to build 60 per cent of their 
new house underground in order to keep with¬ 
in height restrictions in their Grade 2 listed 
area, a Gothic-style home in Monmouthshire 
and a beautiful stone building made of inter¬ 
linking decagons. 

After 10 years of Grand Designs, Kevin is 
still excited by the show. To celebrate Channel 
4’s 25th anniversary last year, viewers were 
treated to a repeat of his favourite project, Ben 
Law’s self-sufficient woodland home. 

But what about the worst? Well, if any of you 
saw the last series, you will probably remem¬ 
ber a pretty hideous houseboat in Kent, and

you may also recall that Kevin didn’t hold 
back on his criticism of the project. 

“It was actually a very good, watchable film, 
but a terrible piece of architecture,” he says 
now with a grimace. 

It’s this sort of honesty that viewers enjoy 
about Grand Designs and Kevin’s presenting. 
But he insists he gets no joy out of being 
derogatory about a project into which a con¬ 
tributor has put their life and soul, and all 
their money, and tries to avoid it at all costs. 

‘We’ve pretty well always chosen projects 


that I like, because what’s the point of making 
a film about something you don’t like?” the 
father-of-four asks. 

“It’s all right if it takes a week to make the 
show, but the whole of my life is spent doing 
these things, and I’m damned if I’m going to 
find myself getting more and more depressed 
and negative about the world simply because 
of my day-to-day work. I want to do something 
positive and celebratory. 

‘We did experimentally take on projects I 
didn’t like, to see whether or not that would 
have any value, and I can categorically say 
that it was a complete waste of time,” he says. 
“Architecture affects other people, so we 
should be building good stuff and Grand 
Designs should be showing good, exemplary 
buildings,” he continues, getting into his 
stride. 

“It’s a very negative experience to make pro¬ 
grammes that are critical and cynical and that 
denigrate and it’s very difficult when you build 
relationships with people to then stand in 
front of them and slag their project off. 
Ultimately you fall into the same trap that 
every other programme maker falls into. It’s 
easy to be rude about things.” 

Kevin leads somewhat of a nomadic life. 
Projects that he visits can be anywhere from 
Aberdeen to the South Downs, so much of his 
life is spent travelling from one to the other. 
How do he and his family cope with that? 

“The filming is inspiring, even in the rain 
and the wind, the mud and the cold. It’s the 
travelling that’s the killer. 

“It interrupts my life. Not my family - my 
family, frankly, come first on the list. It’s my 
social life -1 don’t have one! I see my kids, but 
I don’t see anybody else, I just end up going to 
a pub by myself. It’s pathetic.”

Greener housing 
is the way to go 

ENERGY efficiency and the impact of 
the impending Energy Performance 
Certificates for rented accommodation 
as required by the EU is a hot topic in 
the world of property 

Is it worth investing in making 
improvements now, before this legisla¬ 
tion is implemented next autumn? 

Tina Nicholls, operations manager of 
Ashton Burkinshaw letting and proper¬ 
ty management agent, said: “New regu¬ 
lations already apply to HMOs (Houses 
in Multiple Occupancy) and we expect 
that by autumn 2008 all rental proper¬ 
ties will need Energy Performance 
Certificates. 

“So, if landlords are refurbishing or 
doing major works, they should consult 
their local building regulations officer 
with a view to making changes now” 

Key points to bear in mind are: Cavity 
wall and loft insulation are cost-effective 
measures to improve energy efficiency 

If replacing a boiler over 15 years old, 
you need a high-efficiency condensing 
boiler, preferably linked to modern heat¬ 
ing controls. A combi boiler saves space 
as well as energy. Finally, replace appli¬ 
ances with ones displaying the Energy 
Saving Recommended logo. 

Ms Nicholls added: “Although energy 
efficiency is unlikely to be a priority for 
all tenants, escalating utility bills have 
raised awareness of running costs and 
tenants do sometimes ask to see previ¬ 
ous heating bills, for example.” 

Price conundrum 
as polls all differ 

POLLS concerning an upturn or down¬ 
turn in the price of houses varied this 
month, due to the variety of sources they 
draw information from. 

Rightmove and Home.co.uk are both 
based on asking prices, but their month¬ 
ly inflation rates show prices moving in 
opposite directions. 

Douglas McWilliams, chief executive 
of Centre for Economics and Business 
Research said: “The poll of all the differ¬ 
ent polls show house prices have now 
flattened. The economic news confirms 
the UK economy will, at best, slowdown 
in 2008 even if it avoids a recession. 

“Most economic commentators think 
house prices will fall in 2008. Evidence 
suggests 2008 will be the worst year for 
house prices since 1995 when house 
prices fell by 1.7 per cent.” 


coming 

MORE than 100,000 new homes 
scheduled to be built in the South 
East by 2020 are at risk because of 
poorly worded legislation which 
could lead to the effective national¬ 
isation of independent housing 
associations. 

The National Housing Federation is warn¬ 
ing that the Housing Bill, which is currently 
going through parliament, would allow minis¬ 
ters to exert so much control over associations 
that they could be reclassified as public sector 
bodies - meaning they would no longer be able 
to lever in billions of pounds of private money 
to match public subsidy. 

During the past two decades, housing asso¬ 
ciations have been able to raise more than 
£35bn of private finance to spend on new and

existing homes, in addition to the £30bn that 
ministers have invested in the sector - mak¬ 
ing its funding model one of the most success¬ 
ful public-private partnerships of all time. 

But the level of state control set out in the 
bill is so great that the federation believes the 
Office for National Statistics could reclassify 
housing associations, which are classed as vol¬ 
untary and community organisations, as pub¬ 
lic bodies when it compiles the Government’s 
accounts. 

Under the accounting rules, public bodies 
are not allowed to borrow money privately as 
this would count against the public debt. 

The proposed move could threaten the 
104,406 homes set to be built in the region 
over the next 12 years. 


Federation chief executive David Orr said: 
(t We are very supportive of the Government’s 
commitment to tackle the nation’s housing cri¬ 
sis, and housing associations are keen to do 
whatever they can to respond. 

“However, we are shocked that the Housing 
Bill, as it is currently drafted, would create a 
real danger of associations effectively being 
nationalised. 

‘We feel certain that the threat to the inde¬ 
pendent status of housing associations must 
be the result of poor drafting and not the 
intention of the Government. 

“Unless ministers amend the bill we are 
genuinely concerned that housing associa¬ 
tions will be reclassified as part of the public 
sector, and therefore unable to continue with 
their tried-and-tested financial model - put¬ 
ting a major plank of the Government's hous¬ 
ing delivery programme at risk.”

OK, there are subtle visual changes to the 
Sportage - body-colour bumpers as standard, 
larger door mirrors, new grille and headlamps 
and revised and more comfortable European- 
influenced seating - but I was also impressed 
with the dynamic improvements. 

The Sportage always rode and handled well, 
but Kia has really tidied things up. Steering 
and braking efficiency is also better, while 
cabin refinement is much improved. 

Perhaps most surprising though is the new- 
look Sportage’s off-road clout in 4x4 trim. It is 
no Land Rover Freelander 2, but is priced from 
nearly 12 grand more than the Sportage and 
the diesel I tried had the measure of a muddy 
forest track and a foot deep stream - more than 
most owners would ever tackle. 

As you would expect from Kia, standard kit 
is generous and includes air-con, six airbags, 
alloys and all-round electric windows and mir¬ 
rors.

A RADICAL new act which 
holds businesses liable for crash¬ 
es caused by its drivers will be 
introduced later this year. 

The Corporate Manslaughter and 
Corporate Homicide Act will hold compa¬ 
nies responsible if their employees are 
involved in a fatal car crash - leaving them 
open to prosecution. 

Under the new legislation any organisa¬ 
tion will be guilty of corporate manslaugh¬ 
ter if serious failures in their management 
of health and safety procedures can be 
directly linked to the accident. 

Breaches will be punished with a limit¬ 
less fine, with the fee depending on the 
level of the negligence. 

A seminar discussing the full implica¬ 
tions of the act, which comes into force 
on Sunday, April 6, and covers all areas 
of health and safety, was held at the 
Kent Police Lecture Theatre in Maidstone 
last week. 

More than 100 company bosses attended, 
hearing from experts in the field on how 
they can take the necessary steps to ensure 
their businesses do not fall foul of the new 
legislation. 

Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership communication manager 
Rachel Wall said: “One in three crashes on 
the road involves a vehicle being used for 
business purposes.
